ENT into England an’ Army, which, having 

.} been ufed to’conquer, was thence more formi- 
dable. 

2. Did this Army gain any confiderable Advan- 
tapes ? - 
4. Tt made a barbarous Havock on the Englifp 
Frontiers; upon which Edzvard affembled an Army 
of fixty Thoufand Men, and marched out, in order 
to give them Battle. ‘The two Armies continued in 
Sight of one another during a Fortnight, and'then the 
Scots retired to their dwn Country; after which £7- 
ward concluded a Peace with that People; and, to 
make it more lafting, Dawid, eldeft Son of Bruce, and 
Heir apparent to his Crown, married Joan, King Ea- 
ward's Sifter. 

<. Did tot the War with Scotland break out 
again ? 
_ 4. The Lord Beaumont, who ever fince his Exile, 
hdd refided in France, went, by order of the King of 
E gland, to Edavard Batiol, Son of King John; and 
making it appear that he might eafily conquer Scor- 


/ 


fan, this Circumftance prevail’d with him to go over 
© Englund; where being arrived, King Edward pro: 


mifed to raife a Body of Forces, in order to oppofe 
his Brother-in law, epon Condition that he should be- 
come his V afial. 

Q. What-was the Succefs of this Expedition? 

A. Baliot won four Battles in a fhort Spaee of 
Time ; and obliged yourg David, and the Queen his 
Confort, to retire into France. Badliol paid Homage 
to Eda ard for his Crown, after which Edzeward threw 
off the Mafk; befieged and took Bereich; and en- 
tirely defeated the Regent, whom David had left in 
Scotland. 

2. Were the Scars fubdued by this Victory? 

4. No; a Body. of Malecontents drove away 
Baliol, who fled to King Edward. ‘The latter there- 
upon raifed an Army; conquer’d the greateft Part of 
Scotland; and left the Government thereof to the 
Earl of Atho/, who afterwards was kill’d in a Battle 
he loft. 

2. Did not the Scots rife ? 

A. Robert Steuart, afterwards King of Scotland, 
obferving that King Edavard was greatly taken 
ap ,by his Wars wih France, caufed Dawid Il. 
to be recalled; who accordingly returned to 
Scctland with a Body of chofen Troops; »march- 
ed into Northumberland; pierced as far as Dur- 
ham, (which he took) putting all its Inhabirants to 
tne 
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the Sword; and was forming the Siege of the Cafftle 
of Werk, belonging to the Countefs of Salisbury, who 
was herfelfin it. But David was vigoroufly repulfed 
from thence, and defifted from his Enterprife, upon 
having Advice that the King of Exg/and was advanc- 
ang towards him. 

D. Did Edward tay any Time before this Caftle ? 

A, He paid a Vifit to the Countefs of Sa/ifury, 

which gave Occafion to fome Hiftorians to declare, 
that he was paflionately in Love with her; but it 
would be eafy to invalidate what they have advanced 
avichout Foundation: However, we fhall make fome 
further mention of that Lady, in the Sequel of this 
Reign. A little after this Edaward concluded a 
‘Lruce, for two Years with David. 

2. In what Manner did this War end? 

A. Philip promifed David to make an Incurfion 
into England, which he did accordingly, with an Ar- 
my of thisty Thoufand Men, and advanced as far as 
Durham. Queen Philippa undertook to repulfe the 
Enemy; and, for this Purpofe, put herfelf at the 
Head of an Army; fought the King of Scots, who 
received three Wounds; was taken Prifoner; and 
had twenty Thoefand of his Men killed upon the 
‘Spot. He afterwards was confined in the Jower of 
Lomdon, but recovered his Liberty by Means of a 
‘Treaty, which,pet an End tothis War. 

QY. On what Occafion did King Edward make 
War upon France ? 

“1. Charles IV. farnamed the Fair, King of 
J vance, dying without Male Iflue, Philip de Valois, 
his Coufin, fucceeded him, by virtue of the Sa/ic- 
‘aw, which, at the fame ‘Time, excluded King Ea- 
rvard trem the Succeflion, claim’d by him in Right of 
the Queen his Mother, Daughter to Pdilip the Fair, 
and.Sifter to Charles the Fair, to whom Philip de 
‘/alois was only Coufin. 

2. Was this a juft Occafion? 

A. The Sa/lic-Law excludes the Females and their 
Defcendants from the Crown; but it is to be ob- 
terved, that this Law was not admitted before Philip 
le Long, in Prejudice to Joan Daughter of Hutin. 
Farther, feveral Lords would not admit the Validity 
thereof. ‘The Duke of Burgundy even entered a 
Proteft againft it, in Prefence of the Peers, to defend 
the Rights of ‘Yoax, to whom he pretended the Crown 
belonged, by the Law of Nature and Nations. 
Hence it is manifeft, that this Law.was fot confidered 
as incontrovertible. Philip le Long being dead, 
Charles the Fair a{cended the Throne, in Prejudice to 
his Nieces. From that Time no one has offered to 
diipute the Authority of the Salic-Law. Never- 
thelefs Edward ailumed the Title of King of France, 
which his Succedfors ftill make ufe of. 

2, Did Edevard pay Homage to Philip ? 

4. Yes, but with extreme Reluctance, and not till 
after Philip had cited him for that Purpofe; but Ea- 
cvard being ftill a Miner, was obliged to fubmit. 





For this Purpofe, he went to Amiens with a fplendid 
Equipage, and a Train of a Thoufand Horfemes. 
He there paid Homage, for Guienne and the Earldom 
of Ponthieu, to Philip, in Prefence of the Kings of 
Navarre, Majorca, and Bohemia; but had, before, 
privately protefted againft that Ceremony. 

2. What was the Confequence of thefe Wars? 

A. They proved fatal to France, in whieh Ed-wer7 
made dreadful Havock, and carried his viftorious 
Arms to the very Gates of Paris. He afterwards, on 
Saturday the 26th of Auguft, 1346, gained the fa- 
mous Victory of Crefy over Philip; Edward Prince 
of Wales, furnamed the Black Prince, being then but 
fixteen Years of Age, and who was making his firg 
Campaign, had the Honour of that Viétory. The 
French iuftained a great Lofs in this Engagement. 
Among the flain were the King of Bohemia, who was 
blind, and died fighting for France, agreeably to his 
With ; the Duke of Alencon, King ‘Pdi/ip’s Brother ; 
the Duke of Lorrain; the Earl of Flanders; the 
Earl of Blois; fifteen other Noblemen of the firft 
Diftin@ion ; one thoufand twohundred Knights; and 
more than eighty Standards. Hitorians relate, that 
the Eng/if> firit employed Cannon in this memorable 
Battle; and declare that the French were not as yet 
acquainted with it... The Succefs of this Battle is 
partly imputed to the Surprize which the Novelty of 
thofe tremendous, Meflengers of Death accafioned. 

2, Did King Edaward reap any confiderable Ad- 
vantage by this Victory? 

- A. He befieged Ca/ais, and took it after a Year's 
Siege, Philip marched withan Army of an hundred 
and fifty Thoufand Men, inorder to fuccour that 
Town; but Edward was fo ftrongly entrench’d, that 
there was no Poflibility even of attacking him. 

2. In what Manner was Ca/ais taken ? 

A, The befieged were ftarved out; for, when they 
capitulated, the Fortifications were found as entire as 
the firft Day of the Siege. 

2, Did this Monarch gain no other Advantages 
over France? 

A. Edward Prince of Wales having made Incur 
fions quite to the Gates of Bourges, with an Army of 
twelve Thoufand Men; . ohn, Son and Succeflor of 
Philip, aflembling an Army of fixty Thoufand Men, 
came up with him, at a Place called Maupertuis neat 
Poitiers, and obliged him to fight. 

2, What was the Event of, this Battle? 

A. Very glorious for the Prince of Wales, who en- 
tirely routed the French ; took King ‘Fohn, and Philp 
his fourth Son Prifoners; and_killed about fix Thou- 
fand of the French, among whom were the Duke of 
Bourbon, and the Conftable of France; above fifty of 
the greateft Neblemen.of the Kingdom, and eight 
hundred Gentlemen. ‘The Prince of Wales gained 
univerfal Admiration, by the modeft and generous 
Treatment he gave the captive King. His Father 
King Edavard behaved likewife with great Generoll';

Continuation of the Life of OrrverR Crom- 
weELL, Lord Protector of England. 


‘ Sir Thomas Wentworth, Earl of Strafford, and 

‘Dr. Laud, Archbifhop of Canterbury, had too 
great a Share in the Miniftry, to efcape being cen- 
{ured: And they were the firit that felt the Effects 
of a popular hatred. Thefe two, and James Duke 
of Hamilton, fir advifed King Charies to call this 
Parliament: And they all three fell by it, tho’ not 
at the fame Time. 
‘King Charles now, from the Neceffity of the 
Time, did every Thing to fatisfy the Parliament: 
He paffed the Bill for attainting the Earl of Straf- 
ford; took away Monopolies; exprefied himfelf to 
‘the Contentment of the Parliament, in the Matters 
of Loan, Ship-money, Tonnage, and Poundage, 
and other unwarrantable Methods that had been 
ufed in raifing of Money; fhewed a fettled Refo- 
luiouwto comply in every Thing that might tend to 
Eafe and Security of the Subject ; agreed to the 
Adis for triennial Parliaments, and for abolifhing 
the Star-Chamber and High-commifiion Courts; and 
with Chearfulnefs paffed that Act, which feemed 
inconiiftent with his own Prerogative, That that 
Parliament fhould not be diffolved but by A& of 
Parliament; nor prorogued or adjourned but by 
, their own Confent.’ 

Both Houfes were fo well perfuaded of the King's 
Sincerity and Royal Intention to redrefs the People’s 
Compiaints againft the Adminiftration, that they re- 
turne’ him their Thanks for thefe feafonable Con- 
cefions ; and, had they not been once more ftirred 
up by new Grievances, there can be little Doubt, but 
that his Majeity and the Nation would have never 
been driven into thofe ruinous Meafures, which 
prefently followed. 

The King, in 4ugu/ 1641, leaving his Parliament 
in good Temper, departed for Scotland, to fettle 
Affairs in that Kingdom, which had taken up Arms 
againit Eng/and, on Account of Grievances introduced 
there alfo: And he had the Pleafure to compofe 
thefe Differences. But, while he continued in the 
North, a Rebellion in Ireland, under Lord Antrim, 
and intended to mafiacre all the Proteftants in that 
Kingdom, breaking out; and it having been difco- 
Vered, that his Majefty was not altogether innocent 
of this bloody Defign, or at }eaft that the Queen, 
who very much governed his Majefty, kept up a 
Correfpondence with Lord Antrim: And it being 
obferved, that the fame Spirit ftill reigned. in the 
Clergy and the Courtiers, who continued many of 
the Abufes, which the King had promifed fhould 
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be fupprefled : The Houfe of Commons had begun, 
fome few Days, before his Return, to fall into 
Heats about Innovations in Religion; the Rebellion 
in Lreland ; Plots faid to be laid in Scotland; the 
g the Clergy to exercife temporal Juri(diction ; 
excluding Bifhops from Votes in Parliament: 


difablin 
and 
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All which Matters, together with fome Reports of a 
Defign againft the Parliament, led the Houle mo 
that remarkable Petitionand Remonfravce of the State 
of the Nation, in which were repeated all the Mit- 
managements in the Government, fince the King's 
coming to the Throne. Cremwe/! was a great Pro- 
moter of this Remonitrance, which was the Fouda- 
tion of all the Misfortune that enfued. It met with 
great Oppofition in the Houfe; and paffed by a very 
fmall Majority of mine, after a Debate of eighteen 
Hours. ‘The Puritan FaGion had this Affair fo 
much at Heart, that, next Day, O/iver told Lord 
Falkland, that, had not that Remonftrance pailed, 
he would have fold all he had next Morning, and 
have never feen Exg/and more; and that he knew 
many other honeft Men that were of the fame Re~ 
folution. Which, fays a certain Author, fhews that 
Cromwell, as well as the other excellent Perfons a- 
bove-mentioned, acted, as yet, entirely froma Prin- 
ciple of Confcience in his Oppofition againft the 
Court: And by thefe Means his Reputation increafed 
both in the Houfe and without, as a fteady and zea- 
lous Patriot. This Remonftrance, and the Confe. 
quences thereupon, fo exafperated the King and his 
Council, that he came in Perfon to the Houfe, to 
demand Mr. Pym, Mr. Hambden, Mr. Hollis, Sir 
Arthur Haflerig, and Mr. Strode, whom he had or- 
dered the Day before to be impeached of Highn 
Treafon. 

Before this unlucky Step, there were Hopes of an 
Accommodation: But this put all into a Flame; ob- 
liged them to affert their Privileges with a greater 
Warmth than ever; and made them refolve to ad- 
journ for fome Days, and order the Committee to 
fit at Gui/dbal/, in the mean Time, as if they were 
not fafe in the Parliament-Houfe. Wuich being fol- 
lowed with ‘Tumults, Fears, Jealoufies, and his Ma- 
jefty’s Retreat, with his Family, to Hampion-Court, 
to avoid the Rudenefs of the Populace, aflembled 
daily in a riotous Manner about Whitehall, puted 
him upon that fatal Refolution to ereét the Royal 
Standard at Nottingham, againft his Parliament ; and 
involved the Nation in a bloody War; which, I can 
{carce believe, could ever be the Intention of thofe, 
who firft diftinguifhed themfelves againft the oppref- 
five Meafures of the Court. And therefore, when 
Mr. Will. Lenthall, who had been Speaker of this 
Long Parliament, and was a Member of the reftor- 
ing one, happened to drop this Expreffion, mn the 
Debate about the general Pardon, He who drew the 
Sword firft againjt the lete King committed as great 
an Offence, as he who cat off his Head; he was or 
dered into the Cuftody of the Serjeant, and by Or- 
der of the Houfe of Commons, or the Convention, 
which brought in King Char/es 11. was reprimanded 
by Sir Harbottl Grimyjione, in thefe Words: Sir, the 
‘ Houfe has taken great Offence at fome Words you 
* have let fall in this Debate, which, in their 7udg- 
‘ ments, contain as high a Refletion on the 7u/fice 
3 P ‘ and 
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* and Precedings of the Lords and Commons of the laft 
* Parliament in their Aétings, before 1648, as could be 
* expreffed. They apprehend there is much Poifon in the 
* {id Words, and that they were fpoken, out of a Detign 
* to inflame, and to render them, who drew the Sword, 
* to bring Delinquents to Punifhmenc, and to affert their 
* inft Liberties, into a Balance with them, who cut off the 
: King’s Head.’ an 
However this be, it was not long before the evil Spirit 
of Rebellion prevailed in the Nation, and many of the 
molt zealous Patriots in the Houfe, which oppofed the 
Oppreffions of the Adminiftration, introduced more and 
greater Evils upon the People, Among{t whom we find 
the Hero of thefe Memoirs. 

Upon the firlt Ruprure between the King and Parlia- 
ment, Mr. Cromevell got a Captain of Horfe’s Commiffion 
from the Houfe of Commons, and raifed a Troop of Horfe 
immediately out of the beft Families in Huntingdonjhire ; 
© Men, {ays Cromaell to the Parliament, that had the Fear 
* of God before them, and made fome Confcience of what 
* they did.’ And Cromevell ufed them daily to look after, 
feed and drefs their Horfes, and when it was neceffary, 
to lie together on the Ground; and_befides, he taught 
them to clean and keep their Arms bright, and have them 
ready for Service; to chufe the beft Armour, and to arm 
them({clves to the belt Advantage. Trained up in this 
kind of milirary Exercife, his Soldiers excelled all their 
Fellows in Feats of War, and obtained more Victories over 
their Enemies: ‘ They were never beaten, fays Cromwell; 
* but ae they engaged the Enemy, they beat cone 
* rinually.’ 

His firft Service for the Parliament was his fecuring the 
Town of Cambridge, when the College-Plate was upon 
the Point of its being conveyed to Oxjord for the King’s 
Ule ; and this being backed mere ad by his fortunate 
apprehending Sir Thomas Connesby, High-Sheriff of Here- 
fordfbire, at the very Time of his going to St. Albans, to 
prociaim the Parliament Commanders all Traitors, pro- 
cured him the Thanks of the Houfe, and a Colonel’s 
Commitiion. 

Atter this Advancement inthe Army, Colonel Cromwell 
augmented his Troop to a Regiment of a rhoufand Horfe, 
well accoutred by his own Inrereft; with which, under 
his exact Difcipline and Warchfulnefs, he greatly obftructed 
rhe Levies for the King in Cambridefbire, Effex, Suffolk, 
and Norfolk; furprized the Parties, who under Sir $obm 
Pettus, &c. were entering into a Counter-Affociation ; 
feized all their Provilions and Stores, took Hi/den-Houfe, 
made Sir Alexander Denton, the Owner thereof, and many 
ethers, Prifoners; got a large Boory, and gave an Alarm 
wo Oxford itfeit. 

In this Service he had been greatly ftrengthened, by 
being a Commillioner in the Ordinance of the Militia, and 
by which Means he could exercife the original Office of a 
Major-General, being the firit Committee-man of the A{- 
fociation of thofe Shires above-mentioned, which they en- 
tered inro againit the King. Then he had gained the Af- 
fections and Inftructions of that famous Vereran Come 
mander, Col. Del/bier, from whom he learned the Art of 
War, and how todifcipline his Soldiers. But what moit of 
all facilitated Offver’s Succefs, was the Mask of Religion, 
with which he covered all his Undertakings; and a Refo- 
lution ro admit not a fingle Man under his Command, but 
that would declare his firm Refolution to facrifice all and 
his Life for the Caufe, which he ferupled not to call the 
Lord’s Battle. 

His pitching upon Whittlefez, whcre the County of Nor- 
folk isjoined to the Ifle of Ely, by a Bridge, for a Place of 
Arms, gave him great Advantage over the King’s Forces. 

Kt made him a conyenient Garrifon, fecured his own Forces 
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again{t fudden Surprize, and gave him an O 
annoy the King’s, which were ciliefly garrifoned in 1; 
coln{bire, into which this was the only Paffage trom F/ 4 

Thefe Proots of his Zeal and military Capacity ese 
foon after rewarded with a new Commiffion of Lieur, 
nant-Gencral, under the Earl of Manchefter ; and an Or. 
der to march Northwards, with what’ Forces he could 
raife, and join the reft of the Parliament’s Forces, and the 
Scetch, in order to ruin the King’s Intereft and Strength 
in Tork(bire, &c. In the Way being followed by two 
Thoufand Volunteers, and fappored by Capt. Hotham’s 
Horfe, he difarmed thofe that were difaffected to the Par. 
liament in Huntingdonfbire, &c refcued Capt. Wray’s 
Troop of Horfe, wnom the Newmarkers had {urprifed in 
their Quarters. After this he fat down befere the Tows 
and very much annoyed the Garrifon of Newark; and 
being efcorted with only feven Troops, he attacked twene 
ty-four Troops of the King’s Horfe and Dragoons, near 
Grantham, with fuch Refolution, that he entirely routed 
them; which with his Succefs at the Head of twelve 
Troops of Horfe, againft Col. Cavendifb, who with thirty. 
fix Troops of Horfe was fent by his Brother, the Ear] of 
Newcaftle, to f{ummon the Town of Gainsborough to fur. 
render to the King, in which encounter Cavendifb and a 
Number of other Officers were killed, was the Beginning 
of Cromwell’s great Fortunes, and made his Abilities 
known to the World. And though this Defeat alarmed 
the main Body of the Enemy, not far diftant, he play’d 
the General fo well, that by an orderly and feafonable Re. 
treat, the fame Night he arrived fafe in the Earl of Man. 
chefter’s Camp at Boffon; of which Engagement we have 
the following Account from Cromwell himéelf, in a Letter 
dated Fuly 31. 

‘ About a Mile and a half from the Town (Gainsho. 
‘ rough) we met the Forlorn of the Enemy, who drove a 
‘ Troop of our Dragoons back to their main Body. We 

advanced and came to. the Bottom of a fteep Hill, which 
we could not get up, but by fome Traéts ; and the Body 
of the Enemy endeavoured to hinder us, but we pre- 
vailed and gained the Top of it. 
* A great Body of the Enemy’s Horfe faced us there 
at about a Musket-fhort Diftance, and a good Referve of 
a full Regiment of Horfe behind it. We did what we 
could to put our Men in good Order, and the Enemy 
advanced towards us to prevent it, and take usata 
Difadvantage; but in fuch Order as we were, we 
charged their great Body, I having the Right Wing. 
We came up Horfe to Horfe, where we difputed a pretty 
while with our Swords and Piftols, all keeping clofe Or- 
der, fo that one could not break the other. At laft the 
Enemy fhrinking a little, our Men {oon perceived it, 
preffled in upon them, and routed their whole Body, 
fome flying on one Side, and others on the other, of the 
Enemy’s Referve. Our Men purfued them with good 
Execution about fix Miles. 1, perceiving the Reterve 
ftill unbroken, kept back my Major Whalley from the 
Purfuit and with my own Troop, and two Troops more 
of my Regiment, we got into a Body. In this Retcrve 
was General Cavensijb, who one while faced me, 
another while faced four of the Lincoln Troops, which 
were all of ours that engaged the Referve, the ret be- 
ing in Purfuit of thofe who fled. General Cavendifb 
charged the Lince/neers, and routed them. Immediately 
I fell on his Rear with my three Troops, which did {o 
aftonifh him, that he gave over the Chace, and would 
have dclivcred himfelt from me; but, I prefling on, 
forced him down a Hill, and below it drove the General 
© and fome of his Soldiers into a Quagmire, where my 
* Captain-Lieutenant flew him with a Thruit under bas

HE great Succefs which our two Bufles, fifh- 

ing off Shetland, meet with, cannot but re- 
joice all the Well-wifhers to that important Under- 
taking of the Herring-Fifbery, and make them till 
more affiduous in their Enquiries, after every Thing 
which may contribute to its Advamage. ’Tis in this 
View that I fend you the following Obfervations, re- 


lating to a Fithery called the Nymph-Bank, difcover'd | 


in 1736, by Mr. William Doyle, who furveyed many 
Parts of the Brisifd and Jrifo Sea Coafts.—I1 confider 
the pointing out of any valuable Fifhery of this Kind, 
on the Coatt of our I{lands, as far more valuable than 
a Vein of Gold. . 

‘ The Nynph-Bank (fays Mr. Doyle) is about 
‘ eleven Leagues, SS. E. from the High-Land of 
* Dungarvan in lrelana. Being in a Boat of a- 
* bout twelve T’ons, with feven Men on Board, [ ar- 
* rived ‘Fu/y 15, 1736, (about Midnight) at the above 
‘ Bank; when anchoring there, in thirty-nine [a- 
‘ thom Water, (the Ground {mall Pebble Stones, in- 
* termix’d with Cockle and other Shells) we infantly 
* fell to fifhing, and found a vait Plenty. So great was 
* the Number of excellent, large, well-fed Cod, 
* Hake, and Ling, Reas or Skeats, of a monftrous 
* Size; with Bream, Whiting, Red Gurnet, and other 
* Fith, that it appear’d wonderful to me, though I 
* have fifh'd on the Banks of Neavfoundland and 
* New-England. I thought it very extraordinary, 
* that a Bank but eleven Leagues from Land, and 
* near to feveral Ports, fhould have been neglected 
‘ during fo many Ages. Had this Fithery been in 
‘ the Neighbourhood of the Ho/landers, they would 
* have drawn numberlefs Advantages from it. In 
* fix Hours we fill’d our Fifh-Room with Cod, Hake, 
* and Ling only; and all other Parts of the Boat 
© with other Fifhh. We threw the monftrous Reas 
* overboard, though they would have fetch’d a good 
‘ Price in Exgland, France, or Holland. We conti- 
* nued on the Bank twelve Hours, during which I {et 
* the Tides, and took the Views of the Land, Xc. 
* Being full freighted with Pifh, we weighed Anchor ; 
* and, after failing thirty -fix Hours, arrived at Pa/fage 
* with our Fith in good Order. 

* Animated by the happy Iffue of the firft Voyage, 
* I foon determined ona fecond, in order to make 
* Obfervations, in different Places, both Weft and 
* South, of the firft Station. Volunteers readily of- 
* fer’d themfelves ; the Profits of the firft Voyage be- 
* ing Encouragement fufficient for All to undertake a 
* fecond. Having often founded, between the High- 
* Land of Dungarvan, and the above Bank, the deep- 
? aed was 43 Fathom, fandy Ground, but no 
* Fith. 

* Continuing our Courfe $.S.W. we arriv’d on 
‘ the Bank, when we found 38 Fathom, {mall Pebble 
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Numb. Xx. 
‘ Stones, with Cockle and other Shells. 
the Edge of the Bank, which feem'd to be ten or 
eleven Leagues from Shore. Wherever I mad- f 4 
periments, I always had the fame Ground, aad ye, 
good Fifhing. 

‘ Some pretend that the Nymph-Bank extends far 
Wettward of Ireland; and others, that it joins thar 
of Newfoundland; all which is only Conje@ure, I 
fhall add, that the Cod, Hake, Ling, &c. was the 
beft I everfaw. Asfuch prodigious Shoals abound 
there, the Suftenance muft be very good, and in 
great Plenty. We may infer, from what has been 
obferv'd, that the Fifh continue on the Bank all the 
Year round. 

‘ The Fishing Seafon, in Tramore-Bay in Ireland 
and the Places adjacent, for Mackerel, Polluck. 
Gurnet, Bream, and a great Variety of other Fith’ 
begins about the Clole of April. There, and e 
the Mouth of Waterford Harbour, Hake and Ling 
are plenty during the Summer Seafon; and conti. 
nues during the Herring FifZery, ufually be inning 
in O&ober, and ending about Chri/imas. f late 
Years, incredible Shoals of Herrings have frequent. 
ed Waterford Harbour. In the Summer of 1736, 
I faw the Seas crowded with Fifth. Many Gram- 
puffies frequented the Harbour as high as Pafag:; 
and vaft Numbers of Porpuffes purfued the Sal. 
mon, even above Waterford and Rojs. There 
likewife are Lobiters, Crabs, and moft Sorts of 
Shell-Fifh in Abundance; fo that I am amazed that 
a proper Ufe has not been made on. the Fifzeries 
lying on the Jri/s Sea Coafis.’ 

Thus far Mr. Deyle.—Perhaps the Obfervations 
made by him, may induce the Gentlemen concerned 
in our Herring Fi/bery, to make fome Experiments on 
the Nymph- Bank. I with this may be done with Suc. 
cefs. I confider fuch as go upon thefe Difceveries in 
as high a Light, as thofe who fteer for America in 
Search of new Lands. The former Object is of 
fill greater Confequence to the Briti/s Kingdoms; 
the Felicity of which is the conftant Prayer of

I Amendment in our Trade from any Letters or 
Admonitions that can be inferted in publick Papers; 
nor do I fee how a Reformation can be brought 
about, unlefs they begin at the Head, which is not ta 
be expected, fince we daily fee thofe People who 
oughe to be the moft firenuous in oppofing and fup- 
prefling 
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prefling all unfair Proceedings in our Trade, fcreen- 
ing and protecting, nay even advan¢ing in Life, thofe 
who are concerned in thefe vile, under-hand Practices. 

It is a moft fhocking ‘Thing, Mr. Foe/, that a Man, 
becaufe he is worth twenty thoufand Pounds, fhould 
be above the Law, and that Honefty matt be weigh- 
ed in the Balance with Riches. Why thould Money 
give a Man a Privilege to deal in an unfair Way 
without being called to an Account for it, when a 

or Man mutt fuffer the fevereit Penalties of the 
Law for the fame Facts? But now-a-days it is al- 
moft impoffible for a poor Man to be looked upon 
even as honeft, whilit the Rich are thought incapable 
of committing a bafe Aétion. 

If any Man in but indifferent Circumftances had 
been detected in fuch under-hand Practices in Dealing, 
as a certain noted rich Tradefman has been, it muit 
inevitably have been his Ruin; but this Man, becaufe 
by his Money he is able to filence a Court, and buy 
off an Accufation, is thought worthy of a Poft of the 
higheft Truft, and almoft the greateft Honour in the 
City. It isvery hard, Mr. Foo/, that Villainy in one 
Man fhould be honeft Cunning in another. 

Now, Mr. Foo/, if what I have faid be true, which 
I believe no one will doubt, what Likelihood is there 
of any Redrefs ? How can Smuggling, and other dif- 
honeft Practices in Trade be put a Stop to, if the 
Governors of our Trade enrich themfelves by fuch 
Practices? 

' There isone Thing more, which I fhall take no- 
tice of, which is this: There is a Tradefman in this 
City, who, I believe, has failed once or twice; and 
now under-fells every one of his own Trade, and often 
vends his Goods for lefs Money than others of the 
Trade can buy them. Now, Mr. Foo/, how can a 
Man fupport fuch a Way of Dealing as this, unlefs 
he is himfelf fupported by thofe who monopolize? 
And if they will fupply him with Goods at a lower 
Rate than his Brother-’Traders, I cannot fee how it is 
to be wondered at, if Smuggling and Cheating 
fhould turn fair Dealing out of Doors.

The Marquis a HALIFAx’s Account of King 
Charles Ild’s Amours, Miftreffes, &&¥c. 


] T may be faid, that King Char/es’s Inclinations to 
Love were the Effects of Health, and a good Con- 
ititution, with as little Mixture of the feraphick Part 
as ever Man had: And though from that Foundation 
Men often raife their Paffions; I am apt to think, his 
aid as much as any Man’s ever-did in the Lower 
Region. This made him like eafy Miftrefies : They 
Were generally refigned to him, while he was Abroad, 
with an implied Bargain. 

After he was reftored, Miftrefles were recommended 
to him ;* which is no {mall Matter ina Court, and not 
unworthy the Thoughts even of aParty. A Miftrefs 
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either dexterous in herfelf, or well inftruéted by thofe 
that are fo, may be very ufeful to her Friends, not 
only in the immediate Hours of her Miniftry, but by 
her Influences and Infinuations at other Times, It 
was refolved generally by others, wom he fhould 
have in his Arms, as wel! as whom he fhould have in 
his Councils. Of a Man who was fo capable of 
chufing, he chofe as feldom as any Man that ever 
lived. 

He had more properly, at leafi in the Beginning of 
his Time, a good Stomach to his Mittreiies, thanany 
great Paffion for them. His (axing them from others 
was never learnt ina Romance; and indeed, fitter for 
a Philofopher than a Knight-Errant. Has Patience 
for their Frailties fhewed him no exact Lover, It is 
a Herefy, according to a true Lover's Creed, ever to 
forgive an Infidelity, or the Appearance of it. Love 
of Eafe will not do it, where the Heart is much en- 
gaged; but where mere Nature is (he Motive, it is 
poflibte for a Man to think righter () an the common 
Opinion, and to argue, thata Rival taketh away no- 
thing but the Heart, and leaveth all the rett. 

In his latter Times, he had no Love, but infenfible 
Engagements, that made it harder than moft might 
apprehend to untiethem. ‘The Polisicks might have 
their Part; a Secret, a Commiflion, a Confidence in 
critical Things, though it doth not give a Leafe for a 
precife Term of Years, yet there may be Difficulties 
in difmiffing them; there may be no Love all the 
while; perhaps, the contrary. 

He was faid to be as little conftant as they were 
thought to be. Thpugh he had no Love, he muft 
have fome Appetite, or elfe he could not keep them 
for mere Eafe, or for the love of Sauntering: Mif- 
trefles are frequently apt to be uneafy ; they are in all 
refpects craving Creatures. 

He had Wit enough to fufpeét, and he had Wit 
enough too not to care: The Ladies got a deal more 
than would have been allowed to be an equal Bargain 
in Chancery, for what they did for it. 

Little Inducements at firft grew into ftrong Reafons 
by Degrees. Men who do not confider Circum- 
ftances, but judge ata Diftance, by a general Way 
of arguing, conclude, if a Miftrefs in tome Cafes is 
not immediately turned off, it muft needs be that the 
Gallant is incurably fubjeéted. This will by no 
Means hold in private Men, much lefs in Princes, who 
are under more Entanglements, from which they can- 
not fo eafily loofen themfelves. 

His Miftreffes were as different in their Humours, 
as they were in their Looks, ‘They gave Matter of 
very different RefleCtions. ‘The lait * efpecially was 
quite out of the Definition of an ordinary Miftrefs ; 
the Caufes and Manner of her being firft introduced 
were very different. A very peculiar Diftin¢tion was 
fpoken of, fome extraordinary Solemnities, that might 
dignify, though not fanctify her Funétion, Her

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Chamber was the true Cabinet-Council. The King did 
always by his Councils, as he did fometimes by his Meals , 
he fat down out of Form with the Queen, but he fupped 
below Stairs. To have rhe Secrets of a King, who hap- 
pens tu have too many, is to have a King in Chains: He 
mutt not only not part with her, but he muft in his own 
Wetence diffemb'e his Diflike: The lefs Kindnefs he hath, 
the more he mult fhew. 
The Thing cailed Sauntering is a ftronger Temptation 
to Prices than it is to others. The being galled with 
lmportunities, purfued from one Room to another with 
asking Faces; the difmal Sound of unreafonable Come 
laints, and ill-grounded Pretences; the Deformity of 
Fraud ill-difguifed ; all thefe would make any Man run 
away from them; and Lufed to think it was the Motive 
for making him walk fo faft: So it was more properly 
taking Sanctuary. To get intoa Room, where all Buti- 
nefs was to ttay at the Door, excepting f{irch as he was 
difpofed to admit, might be very acceptable to a younger 
Man than he was, and lefs given to his Eafe. He flume 
bered after Dinner, had the Noife of the Company to die 
vert him, without their Sollicitations to importune him. 
In thefe Hours, where he was more unguarded, no doubr, 
the cunning Men of the Court took their Times to make 
their Obfervarions, and there is as little doubt but he made 
his upon them too: Where Men had Chinks, he would 
fee through rhem as foon as any Man about him. 

In fhort, wirhout endeavouring to find more Argue 
ments, he was vfed to it, Men do not care to put off a 
Habir, nor do often fuccced when they go about it. His 
was not an Unthinkingnefs; he did not perhaps think fo 
much of his Subjects as they might wifh; but he was far 
from being wanting to think of himfelf.

Herring-Fifh out of the Bay, but alfo hinders the Peti- 
tioners in laying Lines for Cod, Skeets, and other Fith; 
as there have been one hund:ed Dutch Skoots at a Time 
anchoring and driving in the faid Bay in two or rhree 
Fathom Warer, fo that the Petitioners, to their great 
Lofs, cannot fifth by Night or by Day; and that, if at 
any Time the Petitioners inform them thereof, or give 
them the leait Umbrage for their foul Fifhing, they 
threaten to run over them, and fink rheir Boats, or tear 
their Nets with their Lee-Boards; which Procecdings, 
the Petitioners are informed, are contrary toTreaties, and,

~ Yes, thefe following ; to wit, Peace, War, Govern- 
ment, Place, the Church, the Law, Phyfick, the liberal 
Arts, Trade, Labour, and fo torth. 
.. What is Peace? 
~ Such a State of different Nations, as does not pere 
mit them legally to cut each other’s Throats.

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2. How is Moncey gotten by Peace? 

A. Varioufly: As firit, by the making it, when a 
whole Community tufts its Honour and Forrene in che 
Hands of two or three Members, who aré called Nego- 
tiators: Secondly, by the keeping it, when, though it be 
folemnly {worn to by all Parties, large Supplies are levied 
by cach, to awe and re(train its feveral Friends: Thirdly, 
by the breaking it, when yet larger Subfidies are found 
neceflary to {trike a greater Terror, and ftrengthen the 
Hands of a Minittry. 

Q. Are thefeail the Ways you know of getting Money 
by reace? 

A. Thefe are the moft publick and notorious: But there 
are {everal others, equally profitable to other Men, as thelc 
are to Starefinen. 

2. Wnat are they? 

A. Clandeftine Ways of mutually impofing on each 
other, and cheating thofe whom they are nor at prefent 
allowed to murder and affaffinate. 

3 Are all thefe equally laudable? 

. They are fo taken to be in the general Eftimarion of 
Mankind. 

2: What is War? 

A. The open Practice, with Licence and Applaufe, of 
all Kinds of Violence againtt the Perfons and Eitates ot 
our Fellow-creatures. 

3: How is Moncey gotten by War? 

. By every Method that can be thought of, every Ad- 
vantage that Power may give, evéry Stratagem that Cun- 
ning can fuggelt ; by are and Wrong, futtice and In- 
patie, (if Right and Juttice do at all exiit in this State ;) 

y extinguifhing every Senfe of Humanity, and {paring 
neither Age, Sex, or Condition, nothing fecular or facred , 
in a Word., by proving thas Man to Mah is the molt fas 
vage of all Beals. 

Q. How are the Words Right and Wrong, as ufed in a 
Staté of War, diftinguifhed ” 00d each other ? 

A. By a certain Privilege called Honour, which defines 
Things in a quite different Manner from plain Morality. 

2 What is Right in War agreeably to this Principle of 
Honour ? 

A. All the Mifchiefs we can do to the Subjeéts and Slaves 
of Princes and great Men, who had not the leaft Share in 
the Quarrel, and are only facrificed to gratify the Paflions 
of their Superiors. 


2, What is Wrong in War, agreeably tothe fame Prine 
ciple? 


A. To touch the Palaces, Houfes, or particular Property 
of the faid Princes and great Men, who feem, by the 
Rules of vulgar Morality, to be alone culpable, and alone 
worthy to fuffer in the Confufion which themfelves have 
occafioned. 

9. What is the higheft Delight of a true martial Hero, 
in tnat State of Licence which Conqueft, by the Rules of 
Honour, gives over every Thing in a Place fubdued ? 

A. Totake alla Man’s Goods, ravifh his Wife and eldeft 
Daughter, and cut the Throats of all his young Children 
before his Face: And then, after a little Mockery and 
Torture, mercifully to butcher the Man himfelf with 
Deliberation, 

. Enough, methinks, of this. Proceed we to Governe 
ment: How is Money got by that? 

A. 1 perceive you knew nothing of the great World, 
and are very little converfant in modern Hiftary: Orher- 
wife you could not have asked fuch a weak Queftion,-«. 
You might have firft demanded, however, what Govern. 
ment is, 

2: Right. What is Government? _ 

. Properly, it isan Authority exercifed by one or more, 
with general Confenr, for the good of a mace 
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But, praétically, it is the Art of a few, whereby they 
live and grow rich upon the Patrimonies and Labour 
of the many 5 an authorifed Method, under the Sanc- 
tion of Laws, introduced by the Governors, to take 
the Eftates and opprefs the Perfons, as Conveniency 
may require, of thofe who are fo unhappy as to be 
blended with the Mafs of the People. 

©. Can a Government do this with Juftice and 
Impunity ? 

A. Confider, it is the Laws of thofe who govern, 
that define and conftitute Juftice in each Commu- 
nity: And as to Punifiments, when the People think 
themielves legally aggrieved, thote are fo much inthe 
Hends of the few, and thefe few are guarded with 
fo many Terrors under the Names of Treafons, and 
High Crimes and Mifdemeanois, that the Cafe muft 
be very deiperate, the Oppreflions mult be intolerable, 
and the Paience of the many mutt be quite worn 
out, when the Rod reverts to lafh thofe who made it. 
Yet this Cafe, it muft be owned, hath fometimes hap- 
pened ; and the Motions of the Populace, at thofe 
‘Times, have been extremely violent. 

2. Can you mention fome few of the Particulars, 
out of which a Government gets Money? 

A. A few of them will fignify nothing, unlefs I 
were to run over a Catalogue of almoft every Thing 
we drink, wear, and ufe; whatever the Land, the 
Sea , or humam Indufiry produces: Let us trade, let 
us ake ficafure, in both we purfue the Benefit of 
Government. It ufed to be obferved of the Dukes 
of Jufcany, that there was not a Ball of Dung 
dropped by the vileft Animal, out of which they did 
not make fome Profit: Which proves, that thofe 
Princes well underftood the Maxim of Ve/pa/ian, the 
Roman Emperor : 


Lucri bonus eff odor ex re 
Qualibet, 





2. I confider Place and Dignity as under the gee 
neral Head of Government, of which they are Mem- 
bers: But what do you mean by Trade, and what 
Sort of Gain is the principal Obje& of ‘it? 

A. Trade, with moderate Profit, is not only ufeful 
andelaudable, but neceflary: It confifts in the ex- 
change of one Commodity for another, or for a <er- 
tain Value in Coin. But the Wifdom of the pre- 
fent Times directs to make the moft of all Things, 
and to take every Advantage of another’s Ignorance 
in a Bargain ; which is properly called Skill in Trade, 
or the true Art of thriving. . 

2, What have you to fay. of the Church, the Law, 
Phyfick, and the liberal Arts? 

A, You mutt allow me fome Exceptions in each of 
them, for Men who, befides the Koowledge of their 
Profeffion, have a certain Faculty or Part, called Con- 

fcience; and when thefe are granted, you may rank 


all the reft of each of thefe Orders, under the general 
Head of Trade.

2, Will not this Freedom give Offence to thofe 
learned Profeflions ? 

A. hope not, to the worthy Part of them, whom 
I have excepted out of the general Rule, who mourp 
the Proftitution of their Brethren, and are truly an 
Honour to the Charaéters they bear, and the Age 
they live in. How many of thefe there may be 
reaily in each Clafs, I cannot pretend to fay: But] 
am under no great Apprehenfion, that thofe who are 
not fo will acknowledge themfelves otherwife, and 
hazard their own Reputation for the Sake of being 
extremely angry at my An{wer. 

2. There are, I fuppofe, fome particular Quali. 
ties common to all provident Men, which are requis 
fite to the getting of Money in their feveral Profef. 
fions: Can you name fome of thefe? 

A. There muft be a great deal of Induftry in this 
Purfuit, as well as in the plain Means of getting an 
honeft Livelihood by Labour: But with this Diffe- 
rence betwixt the two Species; that whereas a labo- 
rious Induftry aims at no more than it pretends, hath 
only fimple Views, and is content with a limited and 
known Reward; the true thriving Induftry hath its 
Eyes on every Side, is confined by no Rules but thofe 
of Intereft and Safety, and never miffes an advan- 
tageous Occafion that it can embrace with Impunity, 

Q. In other Words, a Man that hath this Quality 
is as great a Rogue as he can be without Danger of 
hanging, or fuffering in his Pocket, and has no regard 
to any other Confequence: Is not that your Mean- 
ing? : ° 

A. Not exactly: For though this fometimes be 
the Cafe, it feldom fo happens, till a Man has no 
Charaéter to lofe; there being very few Men, how- 
ever wicked, who do not covet the Reputation of 
Honefty and Virtue. 

2. Buthow can that be obtained, when a Man’s 
Practice is fuch as you have fuppofed that of the, 
thriving, induftrious Man to be? 

A. By a well-regulated Hypocrify, which coun- 
terfeits every Virtue where there is no Exiltence of 
any.—The Story of the Ambaffador is.well known, 
who refufed a Chaplain becaufe he was not wicked 
enough; that is (as his Lordfhip explained himfelf) 
had not Hypocrify to cover his other Vices. But 
this can do only till a Man is difcovered, as he com- 
monly is, in a fhort Time, by fome Accident or other. 
The Parfon in Queftion, we are told, had once played 
his Cards fo well, as to pafs for a very good Man 
with a pious Nobleman, whom he ferved as domettick 
Chaplain, But being at lait detected, he had thrown 


‘off his Guard, and was now become fo fhameleisly 


fcandalous by Habit, that he was judged incapable 
of afluming the Cloke again, éven in a ftrange 
Country. 

2. But is it not very difficult, even for a fhor 
Time, to deceive the World in this Refpect?
